The Siate Bar and Integration 


The United States Supreme Court asked 


some interesting questions at a hearing the 
other day on a challenge of the legality of " 
the integrated bar of Wisconsin. Integra- 
tion means that all lawyers who wish to 
practice in Wisconsin must belong to the 
state bar association. 


The challenge of such a requirement is 


the first to reach the high court. Its de- 
cision in the Wisconsin case will have a 
widespread effect because 26 other states 
also have integrated bars. The Wisconsin 
Supreme Court already has upheld the 
legality of the state requirement. 


The arguments for an integrated bar 


are based on the general principal that it 
is necessary for the improvement of the 
profession and, by implication, for policing 
of members to prevent shady practices. The 
argument against compulsory membership 
is, generally, that if all lawyers can be 
forced to join the bar association if they 
want to practice, the way would be opened 
to require those in other professions and 
even trades to join an association. 


. Supporters of the integrated bar argued 


before the high court that the organized 
bar does not support political candidates or 
ideologies. To this, Justice Frankfurter was 
reported as saying, "Then you're a feeble 
integrated bar." Both Justice Frankfurter 
and Chief Justice Warren wondered what 
constitutes "politics," pointing out that a 
Wisconsin proposal that state judges be 
elected for life and the amount of money 
paid to a judge both were political matters.

Mr. Frankfurter 
probably was speaking with tongue in 
cheek but his comment may be an indica- 
tion of how the high court is thinking on 
compulsory bar membership. 


There is no way of telling, of course, 


what the court will decide. Perhaps the 
questions of the justices merely were asked 
to get into the record the supporting argu- 
ments for an integrated bar. However, the 
fact that they decided to hear the appeal 
against the compulsory membership re- 
quirement for the first time is significant 
in itself, regardless of the ultimate de- 
cision. 


There appears to be no valid argument 


against the fact that the bar, as a class, 
must have some powers to police its mem- 
bers because the very nature of their work 
is bound up with the fortunes, rights, even 
the lives, of their clients. Whether such 
policing powers can be done without com- 
pulsory membership in the bar as an ante- 
cedent to the practice of law is something 
else again. 


In any event, it will be interesting to 


hear what the high court decides, especially 
in view of the questions which the justices 
propounded at the hearing on the challenge 
to the legality of the membership rule.

Health Insurance Sets a Record 


While Congress is preparing to discuss 


new proposals to provide health insurance 
under Social Security, it appears that most 
people in America have been going ahead 
with the business of providing their own 
protection. Health insurance in the United 
States reached new highs in 1960 for the 
number of persons covered and the amount 
of benefits paid out. according to the 
Health Insurance Institute. The Institute 
estimated that as of Dec. 31, 1960, some 
132 million persons had hospital insurance 
which was an increase of 4 million persons 
over the same day in 1959. One hundred 
twenty million had surgical insurance, 86 
million had regular medical insurance 
which helps pay the cost of doctor calls and 
other non-surgical care, and 25 million had 
major medical insurance. Each of these 
types of insurance increased its coverage 
by 3 million persons during the year. A 
total of 43 million persons had loss of in- 
come insurance in 1959 and that number 
remained constant in 1960. 


During 1960, a great many workers 


were added to the list of those covered by 
group health insurance policies. It is esti- 
mated that one out of three pay nothing 
for this insurance directly.

The policies offered today are far in 
advance of those offered 10 years ago and 
many of the old policies are being brought 
up to date and improved as the new policies 
are offered. The great improvement is a 
tribute to private enterprise. Gains will 
continue to be made so long as private en- 
terprise continues to.dominate the insur- 
ance field.
